The steamship is one of the slower ones of 
the North German Lloyd Line, but was al- 
ways considered to be a very comfortable 
and perfectly seaworthy vessel. 

At the office of the agency in this city, in 
the Rialto Building, no news of the disaster 
had been received. It was not known wheth- 
er any St. Louisans were aboard the iill- 
fated steamship. 

The Elbe was built in 1881 at Fairfield 
by the E. & S. B. Fairfield Co. She is 418

‘WILL ISSUE BONDS. 


Cleveland Means to Act Without the Co- 
Operation of Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—The tem- 
per of the silver men in the Senate and the 
defiant attitude of the silver men in the 
Finance Committee offer an almost insur- 
mountable bar to any legislation between 
now and March 4. Unless there is a decided 
change in the situation—and under the cir- 
cumstances this is aks to eo 
Congress will probably ourn out en- 
aqtins any law giving the Secretary 
vi the Treasury needed authority to main- 
tain the Government credit, 

But the President is prepared to act, 
act speedily, unless he receives some - 
gible assurance that his appeal for aid will 
not be in vain. If his suggestions are not 
accepted and the raid on the Treasury gold 
continues, a loan of $100,000,000 at 4 per cent, 
to run thirty years, probably will be author- 
ized. Mr. Cleveland is determined not to 
issue any more bonds on a ten-year basis. 
Before the close of this week it is not un- 
likely that Mr. Cleveland will make known 
his intentions as to maintaining the reserve. 

Under the act of July 14, 1870, it is within 
the power of the Secretary of the Treasury 
not only to issue ten-year 5 per cent bonds 
such as has been floated, but also to nego- 
tiate bonds payable at the pleasure of the 
Government after fifteen years from the 
date of their issue, bearing interest at 4% 
per cent, and also bonds running thirty 
years, bearing 4 per cent. There is no doubt 
that the President has been seriously con- 
sidering the propriety of issuing these thirty 
year 4 per cent bonds in the event of Con-

It is the understanding that Secretary Car- 
lisle has received offers to take $100,000,000 
of these bonds, and if Congress does not 
respond a loan of this character and of 
this amount will be floated. Mr. Cleveland 
in his message indicated very clearly that 
he would take this course.

I also herewith transmit to the General 
Assembly, by way of the Senate, the first 
annual report made to me by the Excise 
Commissioner of the City of St. Louis. 
Thie office was created by an act passed by 
the Thirty-seventh General Assembly, and 
has now been in operation about eighteen 
months: The report herewith transmitted is 
for the year ending July 3, 1894. It shows 
that the total tax, both State and municipal, 
collected during the year reported, 
amounted to $1,229,668.91. Of this the city 
license tax amounted to $1,011,868.40. During 
the previous corresponding year the city 
license tax imposed on dramshops colletced 
amounted to $361,105.35. Thus it will be seen 
that under the administration of Excise 
Commissioner Bell the sum of $150,763.05 more 
city license taxes were collected than were 
collected on that account the previous year. 
This result is all the more gratifying in 
view of the fact that it was not occasioned 
by an increase in the number of saloons: 
but, on the contrary, the Commissioner re- 
ports a very decided decrease in the number 
of saloons over those running the year be- 
fore. He states that during the year he 
“closed up about 300 saloons for non-pay- 
ment of licenses and for keeping disorderly 
places.“ An increase of $150,763 in revenue, 
with a decrease in the number of sa- 
loons, is conclusive proof that the act creat- 
ing the office of Excise Commissioner was 
wise and timely, and the result is highly 
creditable to the administration of the Com- 
missioner. A comparison of the amount of 
State license taxes collected during the two 
years referred to is not made because in 
1893 the Legislature passed a law increasing 
the State license tax above what it was the 
year before. While it is true that the State 
has been equally as much benefited as the 
city by the excise law and its administra- 
tion, the increase in the State license tax 
referred to makes a comparison between the 
collections of the two years more difficult. 
The city license tax was the same both 
years. 

Although not required by the law to for- 
ward this report to the General Assembly, I 
do so nonetheless in the lief that it con- 
tains information of value/to your hofiorable 
body.

BONDS OF OFFICIALS. 


Reform Sald to Be Needed in the System 
Governing Such Securities. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. G. —The bonding of 
Government officials is a subject which has 
been under discussicn by the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations for several days, and 
the committee has concluded that it’s a field 


in which there is great room for reform. 
The irregularities and lack of system gov- 
erning the securities taken by the Govern- 
ment for the performance of official duties 
were first inquired into by the experts of the 
Dockery commission and brought to the 
attention of the committee. Recently the 
heads of several departments and bureaus 
have been before the sub-committee of ap- 
propriations, which is framing the legislative 
bill and it has ben shown that the surety 
system is probably more lax than that of 
any other Government. Many officers are 
bonded for a term of four years, and if, as 
often happens, there is delay in the appoint- 
ment of the successors and they continue to 
officiate, the Government is left without 
any guarantee or means of making 
losses if any are incurred intough their 
acts. This lapse is frequent in the cases of 
first-class postmasters, but the Assistant 
Treaurers of the United States present the 
most conspicuous examples, since their 
dsmen, according to decisions by the 
courts, cease to be responsible at the end of 
four years and the vernment is left with 
no recourse’ in case of default, in the in- 
terim, until the appointment of their suc- 
cessors. 

It is apparent, however, that there will 
be no time to adopt any new plan in this 
session of Congress, so the committee will 
leave that work for the next Congress. Some 
necessary reforms to go into immediate 
effect and act as safeguards until a general 
system shall be established are embodied 
in a bill introduced by Representative Dock- 
ery. It provides that all bonds of United 
States officials shall be examined at least 
every two years by the officials required by 
law to take and approve them, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the sufficiency of the 
amount and the sureties; also requriing the 
same officers to cause bonds to be renewed 
four years after their date, strengthened or 
renewed oftener if thought necessary, with 
discretion, however, to waive the require- 
ments of a new bond for the period of serv- 
ice of a bonded officer after the expiration 
of his term and pending the appointment 
of his successor, the liability of principal 
and sureties on the original bond to continue 
during this period. 

The House has authorized the A propria- 
tion Committee to attach the bill to the 
legislative bill.

ENVOYS AT KOBE. 


Chinese Peace Commissioners Ar- 
rive in Japan. 


YOKOHAMA, Jan. 30.—The Chinese 0 
envoys have arrived at Kobe and ll go 
to Hiroshima by train this afternoon, ac- 
companied by Mr. John W. Foster, ex-Sec- 
retary of State of the United States, who Is 
acting as their adviser, and Councillor Wo. 
The latter, replying to a question as to the 
nature of the proposals the Chinese envoys 
were instructed to submit to Japan, said 
that their nature might be inferred from 
the disastrous condition of China. 

Gen. Nogi reports from Styutsai, under 
date of Jan. 28, that the Chinese are near 
Yang-Kao. He adds that the Japanese cav- 
alry scouts have prevented the enemy from 
proceeding beyond Lao-Peng. The Chinese 
have advanced their whole line. Dispatches 
received here from Chemulpo, Corea, say 
that the Japanse and Corean troops defeat- 
ed the Tonghaks on Jan. 8 in the vicinity 
of Cheng-Hiang. The Tonghaks lost. heav- 
ily. Troops have left Lio-Chow in order to 
attack the rebels at Koshi in. 


JAPANESE REPULSED.

LONDON, Jan. 30.—The Japanese fleet at- 
tacked Wei-Hai-Wei and were repulsed. The 
losses on either side are not known.

IN FAVOR OF JUDGE LONG. 


Judge Bradley Grants the Mandamus 
Against Commissioner Lochren. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. ®—Judge 
Bradley of the District Supreme Court yes- 


terday granted the mandamus asked for by 
Judge Charles D. Long of Michigan to com- 
pel Commissioner Lochren of the Pension 
Bureau to restore the former rating of $72 
per month to the plaintiff. The mandamus 
asked against Secretary Smith asked for by 
Judge Long was denied as unnecessary. 

Three questions were involved in the case, 
whether Commissioner Tanner was justified 
in issuing the certificate giving Judge Long 
a $72 a month rating; whether the Commie- 
sioner of Pensions is empowered to review 
and reverse the action of his predecessor 
upon the same state of facts, for alleged 
error in judgment, to change the status of 
the relator on the pension rolls and to re- 
voke his pension certificates, and whether 
the Court has power by mandamus to direct 
the Commissioner to vacate his order of 
revocation. 

Discussing the functions of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, Judge Bradley laid 
down the proposition that the Commissioner 
is neither the Government nor Congress, 
and cannot give or withhold pensions at 
his pleasure.

The reserve is now reduced 
to $48,000,000, and it is certain that a 
fresh loan will be made. 

Under the old redemption law the Gov- 
ernment has obtained within less than a 
year $117,000,000 of gold, every dollar of 
which has been lost. It is again at the 
mercy of the bankers who have victim- 
ized it in two bond issues. The inaction 
of Congress will force the Government 
into a most humiliating strait. It will 
be compelled to beg a loan of our own or 
of foreign bankers under conditions 
which render it helpless to withstand 
their exactions and prevent their profit- 
ing by sharp practices.

The Senate should promptly check this 
attempt to revive the blue laws and to 
promote real iniquity at the expense of 
both the physical and moral health of 
the youth.

Interests at Jefferson-Arguments 
Before the Committee Mothers of

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. &.—Before the 
House Committee on Private Corporations 
last night Representative Johnston of St. 
Louis County and Sim T. Price of St. Louis, 
representing the street railroad interests.

could not afford to leave it entirely to the 
City- Council and House of Delegates of St. 
Louis, which, he assured the committee, did 
not ser act for the best interests of the 
people. 

He called attention to that clause in the 
bill that provides that if any company shall 
neglect or refuse to provide fenders, and 
any accident occurs, that company shall 
not be permitted to take advantage of any 
contributory negligence that may be shown, 
but shall be held as having been entirely to 


Ame. 

Mr. Price, in reply, cited article 10 of the 
city charter of St. Louis, as conferring full 
power upon the city to legislate in this 
matter, and he begged that the uri 
Legislature leave the determination of the 
kind of device to be used to the city of St. 
Louis, through ita Board of Public Improve- 

ts.

HEIGHT OF FENDERS. 

He declared that the present bill stipu- 
lated no height at which the fenders must 
be carried, and that in leaving the question 
whether a fender was in a given c car- 
ried at the proper height to the trial jury,

As to the right ot other municipal corpora- 
tions in the State, Mr. Price gave it as his 
opinion that all such corporations, down to 
third-class cities, had the right to regu- 
late such matters. As to the legal proposi- 
tion involved in the clause that proposed 
to deprive the street railroad companies of 
the right to plead contributory negligence 
and leave that right unimpaired with all 
other corporations, he held that that would 
be a discrimination, which, tn his opinion, 
the courts would never sanction, 

In answer to an assertion of Mr. Price, 
that this was the Post-Dispatch fender 
bill, Mr. Johnston stated that it was not 
the Post-Dispatch’s measure, but that he 
had conceived a notion of framing such 
a bill by watching the cars of the South 
Sixth Street Line in St. Louis. 

The committee did not give formal notice 
of its intention respecting the bill, but 
Chairman Stickney and other members mani- 
fested their sympathy with it by the inter- 
rogatories they put, and when Mr. Johnston 
left the room he stated that it was his firm 
conviction that the committee would report 
the measure favorably.

Spurious Silver Dollars Unloaded on the 
Banks of Omaha. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 30.—During the last 

ten days Omaha has been flooded with a 

quantity of new counterfeit silver dollars, 


so good that they have passed without much 
difficulty. A number of them came into the 
banks every day, brought by depositors, al- 
though a few have been presented by 
strangers. Bank clerks say that they are 
the best imitation they have ever met with. 
The counterfeit appears to be made of an 
alloy, and contains glass, as the ring, al- 
though sharper than that of the genuine, 
is very true and is readily accepted as such. 
The best of the coins are coated with silver, 
although they retain a soapy, greasy ap- 
ce. The face and back cannot be de- 
ected from those of a genuine coin. The 
milling is also very good, but as is the case 
with all counterfeits, the edges are not 
sharp. The dates are various, but the greater 
num have the date of 1891. This 1891 dollar 
is the best of the counterfeits, being the 
one that is coated with silver and, to an or- 
dinary observer, exactly like the unine. 
The weight is almost correct, more so in 
some than in others, but still a little lighter 
than the genuine.

ANOTHER EMBARGO. 


Sweden Has Greatly Increased the Im- 
port Duty on Grains. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. .- The Amer. 


ican grain-growers and mill-owners have 
received another severe blow from a Eu- 
ropean country—in this case, Sweden, which 
is in no wise affected by our sugar differ- 
ential duty. The United States Consul at 
Gothenberg (Mr. Boyesen), in a report to 
the State Department, shows that, by a 
royal ordinance, the import duties on grains 
have been greatly increased, in some cases 
more than 100 per cent. The rates are as 
follows, per 100 kilos (22) pounds): 

Rye, wheat, barley, maize, peas, beans 
and ether kinds not specially provided for- 
old rate, 1.2 kroners; new rate, 3.15 kroners 
(34 cents). Malt—old rate, 2.50 kroners; new 
rate, 400 kroners ($1.25). Flour and groatse— 
415 > 2.50 kroners; new rate, 6.50 kroners

COMMERCIAL CRIME 


Adolph Sutro Lays Bare Pacific 
Railway Corruption. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—The lobbies for and 
against the extension of the Pacific Rall- 
way’s time of settlement with the Govern- 
ment are now in Washington working ac- 
tively. Their strength is such that consid- 
eration of financial questions of greater im- 
portance is interfered with. The latest ad- 
dition to the literature of the battle is the 
following letter written by the re- 
form Mayor of San Francisco, a mil- 
lionaire who won office by his fight against 
the Pacific franchise grabbers: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29, 1895. 

lf the true history of the Pacific railroads 
and the iniquities connected therewith were 
written it would form a record probably 
never equalled in the annals of commercial 
crime. From the day the first Pacific Rail- 
road bill passed Congress the beneficiaries 
inaugurated a system of cheating the Gov- 
ernment and robbing the people that has 
been carried on till the present day. Among 
the results are the general destruction of 
prosperity in California, the failure of farm- 
ers, and the decrease and almost cessation 
of manufactories and the ruin of jobbing 
houses and merchants. 

This is not all. The evil influence of 
these unscrupulous men has brought about 
a condition of social affairs which has prob- 
ably never been seen in any other State 
ot the Union. Corruption and bribery have 
wielded a high hand, and the example set 


by those men rolling in their ili-gotten 


wealth has been destructive of honor and 
honesty in the rising generation. 

They have corrupted our judiciary; they 
have corrupted our Municipal Council; they 
have corrupted our Legisiature, and they 
have corrupted Congress. They have, by 
espionage, intimidated and made cowards 
of our merchants. They have by the power 
of money managed to control public opin- 
ion, and they have loweréd our standards as 
citizens of the United States.
